POP  GOES  THE  NEW  YEAR'S! 

The  term  "Pop  Art"  has  gone  into  common  usage  since  the  success  of  certain 
painters  and  assemblage  makers  who  use  common  items,  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly to  make  a  statement  about  the  times.  In  our  book,  "Pop"  describes  those 
things,  never  really  meant  to  be  "art,"  which  symbolize  our  every-day  surroundings, 
a  nostalgia  for  the  recent  past,  the  culture  in  which  90%  of  our  life  is  lived.  Pop 
is  an  "art"  which,  as  Claes  Oldenburg  says,  "tells  you  the  time  of  day."  On  our 
New  Year's  Day  1966,  we  have  selected  from  our  Archives  programs  which  we 
consider  more  or  less  "Pop."  In  short,  some  very  high  low-water  marks  of  our 
times,  with  a  few  historical  and  serious  moments,  as  found  in  the  Comics,  Movies, 
on  Radio  and  underneath  a  few  rocks.  Besides,  how  can  we  compete  with  the 
Rose  Bowl  .  .  .  ?

The  world's  problems  continue,  even  over  the  holidays.  Opposing  views  on  funeral 
practices  (Dec.  21  and  28),  two  significant  looks  at  education  (Dec.  22  and  29) 
and  the  recent  opinion  of  Dr.  Fred  Schwartz  (Dec.  27)  are  but  a  few  of  the  pro- 
grams included  in  these  two  weeks.
